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Sec.  2.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  State  shall  be  divided  into 
three  ciistricts,  the  first  shall  comprise  that  part  of  the  State,  now 
comprised  in  the  first  gubernatorial  district;  the  second  that  of  the 
third  gubernatorial  district,  and  the  third  that  of  the  second  guber- 
natorial district. 

Src.  3.  Be  it  enacted.  That  the  said  agricultural  chemist 
shall  spend  one  year,  the  first  beginnng  on  the  date  of  his  appoint- 
ment, in  each  of  said  districts  in  the  order  named;  ii  shall  also  be 
his  duty  to  spend  one  mor»th  in  each  county  and  Howard  district 
and  visit  each  election  district. 

Sec.  4.  .Be  it  enacted,.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  agri- 
cultural chemist  to  analyze  one  specimen  of  each  variety  of  soil 
of  the  county  in  which  he  shall  be,  that  may  be  brought  to  him, 
or  that  he  nmy  find  to  exist,  and  also  to  examine,  and  if  necessary 
analyze  one  specimen  of  each  kmd  of  marl  or  other  mineral  or 
vegetabledeposit  that  may  come  lo  his  knowledge,  in  order  that  his 
instructions  may  be  of  the  more  practical  utility. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  also  enacted,  That  it  shall  also  ibe  his  further 
duty  to  deliver  one  public  lecture,  after  having  given  limely  notice 
thereof,  in  each  election  district  in  each  county,  and  ihen  to  de 
liver  a  course  of  public  lectures  at  each  county  town  after  having 
given  also  suflicient  notice  thereof  in  each  election  district,  and  he 
shall  also  permit  the  clerk  of  the  levy  court  or  of  the  commission- 
ers of  the  tax  as  the  case  may  be,  to  lake  a  copy  of  said 
course  of  lectures  to  be  retained  and  kept  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  county,  and  published  by  said  levy  court  or  commissioners  of 
the  tax,  if  to  them  it  shall  seem  expedient. 

Sec.  6.  Beit  further  enacted,  Tl)at  for  the  full  and  more 
satisfactory  discharge  of  his  duties,  the  said  agricultural  chemist 
shall  be  authoiised  to  employ  an  assistant,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  aid  hivn  in  collecting  and  analyzing  specimens  of  soils,  marls, 
(fee.  and  to  render  him  any  other  assistance  he  may  deem  ad- 
vantageous. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  enacted^  That  the  said  chemist  shall  niake  au 
annual  report  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  if  in  session,  and  if  not 
then  to  the  Governor  (whose  duty  it  shall  be  lo  cause  the 
same  to  be  published)  of  his  proceedings,  and  such  other  matters 
touching  the  agricultural  interest  of  the  State  as  may  be  consider- 
ed necessary. 

Sec.  S.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties,  the  said  agrii^ultural  chemist  ^hall  receive'  the  annual 
salary  of  thirteen  hundred  dollars,  and  his  assistant  the  annual 
salary  of  seven  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  as  the  salaries  of  other 
civil  officers  are  or  may  be  paid;  and  for  the  purchase  of  chemical 
imploments  and  materials  the  said  chemist  shall  be  allowed  for  the 
first  year  the  sum  of  five  hundied  dollars  in  advance,  and  on  each 
succeeding  year  a  sum  not  exceeding  tv/o  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, out  of  such  moneys  as  may  be  in  the  treasury  and  not  other- 
v/jse  appropriated  by  law.

BY  THE  HOUSE  OF  DELEGATES, 

March  8th,  1847. 
Read  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 
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The  undersigned,  n  si-lecL  couiiTiitlee  appointed  on  the  first  day 
of  January  last,  under  an  order  of  the  House,  ''to  ascertain  what 
further  repairs  are  needed,  and  what  appropriation  may  be  requir- 
ed to  preserve  this  building,  from  the  ravages  of  time,  and, place  it 
and  the  adjoining  grounds  in  a  condition  corresponding  wiih  the 
dignity  and  patriotism  of  the  people  of  the  State,"  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  ileport: 

Your  comnn'ttee  in  performance  of  tlie  duties  assigned  them, 
have  carefully,  and  as  they  believe,  thoroughly  examined  the 
public  properly  designated  in  the  order,  and  arc  gratified  in  being 
enabled  to  state,  that  although  there  is  much  which  in  their  judg- 
ment requites  immediate  attention,  the  durable  and  appro- 
priate improvements,  authorised  at  the  last  Session  of  tl^e  Legis- 
lature, having  been  skilfully  and  effectively  executed,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  efficient  commissioners  then  appointed,  a 
comparatively  small  appropriation  will  suffice,  not  merely  to  com 
pleie  what  has  already  been  commenced,  and  provide  for  all  llie 
actual  necessities  which  exist,  but  to  place  the  whole  in  a 
condition  worthy  of  our  Slate,  our  pf;ople  and  the  limes  in  which 
we  live. 

Until  the  Ia=;t  sunmier,  no  considerable  repairing  had  been  done 
to  this  once  splendid  edifice  for  very  many  years;  and  then  only 
to  a  limited  extent,  and  with  a  few  exceptioiis  of  such  a  character 
as  might  serve  to  arrest  temporaril}'  in  the  interior  of  the  building 
the  slow  but  certain  progress  of  decay.  By  the  accompanying  Re- 
poit  of  theConnnissioners  appointed  in  virtue  of  Resolution,  jN'o.  36, 
of  December  Session,  1S45,  it  will  be  perceived  iliat  those  r<^pairs 
have  been  confined  princi|>ally  to  the  Main  Hall,  the  Hall  of 
Delegates,  the  public  ofilces,  the  Committee  Rooms,  and  the 
Library  Department,  all  of  which  have  been  made  to  prcseui  a 
very  creditable  appearance. 

As  the  first  and  principal  of  the  suggestions  which  your  commit- 
tee deem  it  iheir  duty  to  make,  they  would  respectfully  represent 
that  in  their  opinion,  true  economy  no  less  than  public  dignity 
requires  the  immediate  re-painting  of  the  Slate  House  Dome.  A 
number  of  years  has  elapsed  since  so  necessary  a  protection  was 
last  afforded  the  perishable  malerials,.of  which  that  beautiful  and 
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costl}'^  structure  li  composed ;  and  some  of  the  deleterious  conse- 
quences of  long  exposure  and  neglect  are  already  perceptible 
upon  many  of  its  parts.  The  timely  expenditure  of  a  few  hun- 
dreds of  dollars  for  so  patriotic  a  purpose,  will  it  is  believed,  be 
amply  sufficient  to  preserve  the  whole  exterior  from  dilapidation, 
and  the  means  of  uliiniatelj;  saving  to  the  people  of  the  State  as 
many  thousands,  which  the  pursuit  of  a  diffeient  policy  would 
undoubtedly  require  for  iis  entire  renewal. 

The  committee  would^  also,  invite  attention  to  the  condition  of 
the  tin  covering  on  the  roof  of  the  main  building,  during  a  heavy 
storm  in  September  last,  that  on  the  Northern  roof  was  rolled  up, 
torn  and  so  much  damaged,  as  to  require  the  substitution  of  ano- 
ther, which  was  promptly  placed  upon  it,  by  direction  of  the  State 
Librarian.  Other  parts  have  been  so  much  injured  by  a  later, 
storm,  as  to  cause  them  to  lealc^  and  consequently  require  imme- 
diate renewal. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of 
Trading  and  paving  the  ascent  to  the  State  House  from  the  main 
gate  way. 

The  disgustingly  conspicuous  building  commonly  known  as 
the  "Public  Temple,"  should  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee  be 
removed  forthwith.  I5esides,  its  ineligibility  of  situation,  its  condi- 
tion is  thought  by  many  persons  to  be  extremely  dangerous,  and 
altogether  unsuited  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  originall}'"  de- 
signed. Your  committee  would  recommend  that  it  be  abolished, 
and  a  new  building  be  erected  in  the  rear  of  the  State  House  of 
proper  dimensions,  comprising  an  apartment  to  answer  the  uses  of 
this  decayed  structure;  also,  another  in  which  the  wood  for  the 
public  offices  and  Legislature  maybe  kept,  and  a  room  for  the  fire 
engine  and  hose,  purchased  for  the  State  in  accordance  with  Re- 
solution, No.  36,  of  last  session. 

A  good  and  convenient  access  to  the  building  might  be  made 
passing  under  the  Library,  and  terminating  in  the  Hall.  In  in- 
clement weather,  the  advantage  of  such  access  would  be  very 
great, — in  fair  w^cather  even,it  v;ould  be  convenient,  as  fuel  could 
be  much  more  easily  supplied,  to  the  various  apartments,  than  by 
an}"  possibly  it  can  under  present  circumstances. 

In  view  of  the  heavy  demands  constantly  being  made  upon  the 
public  treasury,  j'our  committee  w^ould  hesitate  to  recommend 
a  larger  expenditure  of  mone)^  for  repairs  and  improvements  than 
the  exigencies  of  the  case  jnight  absolutely  require.  But  true 
economy  in  their  opinion  consists  in  obviating  the  necessity  of  more 
expensive  ones  in  future,  by  making  all  such  as  may  be  necessary 
at  the  earliest  piacticable  period.  And  they  deem  it  their  duty  to 
state,  as  the  clear  conviction  of  their  judgment,  that  unless  some  of 
those  Vy':iich  they  have  suggesled,  be  not  immediately  assented  to, 
many  thousands  of  dollars  will  have  to  be  appropriated  by  future 
legislators,  to  repair  the  injnries  and  prevent  the  further  inroads, 
which    lime  and  exposure  will  cerlainiy   have  made,  or  the  mor- 
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(ifying  proof  be  presented  to  every  observant  eye,  at  the  Seat  of 
Government,  that  lhron:,fh  sheer  neglect  or  parsimonious  legisla- 
tion, tliis  old  building,  ilic  history  of  which  is  so  intimately  in- 
terwoven, with  the  past  and  present  glory  of  our  country,  and 
within  whose  venerable  and  venerated  walls,  our  patriot  fathers 
closed  in  triumph  the  sanguinary  drama  of  the  Revolution,  is  cer- 
tainly and  rapidly  passing  to  decay. 

Deeming  then  those  items  of  repairs  and  improvements  as  emi- 
nently necessary,  your  committee  in  concluding  their  Report, 
beg  leave  respectfully  to  submit  the  accompanying  Resolu- 
tions.

Resolved  b)'^  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That

G.  Brewer,  in  prosecution  of 
these  objcts  shall  not  ex-ceed  §3,000  dollars,  to  which  amount  the 
Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  to  pay  on  the  presenta- 
tion of  their  joint  orders,  out  of  any  money  on  (he  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

Res»)lved,  That  the  committee  hereby  appointed  be  required 
to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  several  bills  they  may  authorise 
to  be  paid  in  virtue  of  this  Resolution  and  return  thesame  to  the 
Treasurer. 


REPORT 

OF 

THE   COMMISSIONERS, 

Appointed  in  virtue  of  Resolution  No.  36,  of  December 
Session,  1S45. 


To  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings: 

The  undeisi2:ned,  appoinied  in  virtue  of  Resolution,  No.  36,  of 
December  session,  1S45,  have  the  honor  to  report  ihe  following 
account  of  their  proceedings  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  thereby 
devolved  upon  them. 

By  their  direction,  and  under  their  superintendence  the  wood- 
work of  the  Main  Hall  of  the  Slate  House,  and  of  the  Hall  of 
the  Delegates,  as  also,  the  walls  of  both  have  been,  as  they  believe, 
well  and  thoroughly  painted,  and  all  the  Stucco  work  repaired. 
The  wood- work  in  the  Library  Apartment,  has  also  been  well 
painted,  and  its  walls  pi operly  washed. 

The  old  window  sash,  much  damaged  and  unnianageable,  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  building  have  been  replaced  by  new  ones — on 
the  second  floor  the  old  window  sash  have  been  repaired  to  be 
useful. 

The  dilapidated  floor  in  the  Main  Hall,  has  been  substituted 
by  a  new  and  neat  one  of  finely  pressed  brick  of  Sexagon  form. 

Contiguous  to  the  Hall  convenient  ai ranged  means  ha,ve  been 
made  for  the  better  accommodation  of  those  connected  with  public 
business. 

The  stair  ways  on  either  side  of  the  building  have  been  repair- 
ed and  painted. 

The  ascent  to  the  Dome  has  been  repaired,  by  the  substitution 
of  new  material,  for  what  was  in  a  state  of  decay,  new  and  heavy 
timbers,  where  they  were  required,  placed  thei'ein,and  the  venitian 
windows  thereof,  made  new. 

The  external  wood-work  of  the  body  of  the  building,  including 
cornice,  &c.  «fcc.  has  been  repaired  and  painted — the  walls 
themselves  having  been  pointed  with  proper  cement. 
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The  roof  of  ihe  building  has  Iiad  tin  drains  and  spouts  placed 
around  it. 

Tlie  fixtures  of  the  Hall  of  the  Delegates,  of  the  Committee 
Rooms  attached,  and  of  the  Liibrary  Apariment,  have  been  re- 
paired. A  new  and  large  cellar  has  been  made  under  the  Hall  of 
the  Delegates,  with  proper  windows,  and  a  furnace  placed  therein, 
so  constructed  it  is  believed,  as  not  to  endanger  the  building. 

The  walls  (with  the  gutters  about  them,j  and  their  iron 
superstructure  ?urrounding  the  Grounds  of  the  State  House,  have 
been  repaired — '.he  grounds  themselves  have  been  improved  by- 
planting  good  shade  trees  therein. 

In  the  further  discharge  of  their  duty  they  have  procured  a  fire 
engine  with  suitable  reel  and  hose.
